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NEW  JERSEY  EMPLOYMENT  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT— DECEMBER  1989 


UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  FALLS  TO  3.6 %  IN  DECEMBER 
FOR  ALL  OF  1989  RATE  AT  4.1% 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  dropp¬ 
ed  to  3.6  percent  in  December  from  5.1  percent  in  November,  it  was  reported 
today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics.  Ehrenhalt  noted  that  the  rate  has  risen  since  Spring  and  that 
December  was  the  first  time  in  seven  months  that  the  rate  was  below  4  percent. 
A  year  ago,  the  unemployment  rate  was  4.2  percent. 

There  were  146,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  December,  down 
from  209,000  in  November  and  slightly  below  the  year  ago  level  of  168,000.  At 
3,901,000,  the  number  of  employed  was  up  slightly  from  3,856,000  in  November. 
Ehrenhalt  noted  that  December  was  the  first  time  on  record  that  employment 
actually  reached  the  3.9  million  mark,  but  he  pointed  out  that  this  December's 
employment  level  was  not  markedly  up  from  the  prior  year  level  of  3,875,000  and 
the  December  1987  level  of  3,835,000.  In  contrast,  more  substantial  gains  in 
the  prior  three  years  saw  employment  up  by  over  a  quarter  of  a  million. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  4,047,000  in 
December,  about  in  line  with  November  and  the  prior  December.  The  civilian 
labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population 
active  in  the  labor  market,  was  66.6  percent  in  December,  little  changed  from 
the  prior  month  or  December  1988. 

Commenting  on  preliminary  data  for  all  of  1989,  Ehrenhalt  said  that 
labor  market  activity  in  New  Jersey  held  steady  at  an  historically  high  level. 
At  4.1  percent,  the  unemployment  rate  continued  at  about  the  4-percent  mark  for 
the  third  consecutive  year.  Prior  to  1987,  the  last  year  the  rate  was  below  5 
percent  was  1970.  The  number  unemployed,  164,000  in  1989,  was  up  slightly  from 
1988  and  in  line  with  1987.  At  the  end  of  the  last  decade  the  rate  was  6.9 
percent . 

Ehrenhalt  said  that  the  employment  held  little  changed  in  1989  at  a 
record  high  level  of  3,846,000.  The  stability  of  the  past  year  contrasted  with 
a  decade  of  impressive  growth.  The  decade  of  the  1980's  saw  a  half  million 
rise  in  the  number  of  employed  New  Jerseyans. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Sur¬ 
vey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of 
the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  JERSEY  EMPLOYMENT  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT- -JANUARY  1990 


UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.6%  IN  JANUARY 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
4.6  percent  in  January,  up  from  3.7  percent  in  December  and  back  in  line  with 
rates  prevailing  last  fall,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Re¬ 
gional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  In  January  a  year  ago, 
the  rate  was  3.9  percent. 

The  number  employed  edged  down  from  3,857,000  in  December  to  3,810,000 
in  January  and  was  down  slightly  from  3,858,000  in  January  1989.  The  number  of 
unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  rose  to  184,000  in  January,  from  149,000  in 
December.  Last  November,  there  were  200,000  unemployed  and  in  January, 
157,000. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  3,994,000  in 
January,  little  changed  over  the  month  or  from  a  year  ago.  The  civilian  labor 
force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active 
in  the  labor  market,  was  66.2  percent,  little  changed  from  December  or  from 
January  1989. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Sur¬ 
vey.

NEW  JERSEY  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.7%  IN  MARCH 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
4.7  percent  in  March,  little  different  from  the  rates  for  January  and  February, 
it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the 
Boreau  of  Labor  Statistics.  In  March  of  last  year,  the  unemployment  rate  was 
3.0  percent,  a  low  for  1989. 

The  number  of  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  was  190,000  in  March, 
little  changed  from  levels  in  the  prior  two  months,  and  up  from  last  March. 
The  number  employed  in  March,  3,844,000,  was  unchanged  over  the  month  and  in 
1  i ne  with  a  year  ago. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  was  4,034,000  in  March, 
continuing  at  historically  high  levels.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation 
rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market, 
was  66.9  percent  in  March,  little  changed  from  February.  In  March  of  last 
year,  the  rate  was  65.9  percent.

NEW  JERSEY  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.9%  IN  APRIL 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
4.9  percent  in  April,  little  changed  from  4.7  percent  in  March,  it  was  reported 
today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics.  Last  April's  unemployment  rate,  4.0  percent,  was  nearly  a  percent¬ 
age  point  lower. 

There  were  197,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  April,  about  the 
same  as  in  March  and  up  from  160,000  in  April  of  last  year.  The  number  of  em¬ 
ployed  New  Jerseyans,  3,805,000  in  April,  was  down  slightly  from  3,844,000  in 
March  and  in  line  with  April  of  last  year. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  edged  down  from  4,034,000 
in  March  to  4,002,000  in  April.  In  April  of  last  year,  there  were  3,967,000  in 
the  labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion 
of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  66.4  percent  in 
April,  down  a  bit  from  66.9  percent  in  March.  A  year  ago,  the  participation 
rate  was  65.8  percent. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Sur¬ 
vey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of 
the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  JERSEY  EMPLOYMENT  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT  —  MAY  1990 


UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.8%  IN  MAY 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
4.8  percent  in  May,  about  unchanged  from  4.9  percent  in  April  and  4.7  percent 
in  March,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner 
of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Last  May,  the  unemployment  rate  was  3.3 
percent. 


There  were  192,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  May,  about  the 
same  as  in  April  and  up  from  129,000  in  May  of  last  year.  The  number  of  em¬ 
ployed,  3,820,000,  was  little  changed  over  the  month  or  from  a  year  ago,  hold¬ 
ing  at  an  historically  high  level. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  4,012,000,  virt¬ 
ually  unchanged  from  April  and  up  slightly  from  3,945,000  in  May  of  last  year. 
The  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age 
population  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  66.6  percent  in  May,  little  changed 
from  April  and  up  a  bit  from  65.4  percent  a  year  ago. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Sur¬ 
vey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of 
the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  JERSEY  EMPLOYMENT  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT  —  JUNE  1990 


UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.8%  IN  JUNE 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
4.8  percent  in  June,  unchanged  from  May,  continuing  at  about  the  same  level  for 
the  fourth  consecutive  month,  it  was  reported  today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt, 
Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  In  June  of  last  year, 
the  unemployment  rate  was  4.2  percent. 

There  were  192,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  June,  the  same  as 
in  May,  and  up  a  bit  from  165,000  in  June  of  last  year.  The  number  of  employ¬ 
ed,  3,845,000,  was  little  changed  over  the  month.  Ehrenhalt  noted  that  employ¬ 
ment  thus  far  this  year  has  levelled  off  at  an  historically  high  level. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  4,037,000,  essen¬ 
tially  unchanged  from  May  but  up  from  3,964,000  in  June  of  last  year.  The 
civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  pop¬ 
ulation  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  67.0  percent  in  June,  little  changed 
from  May  and  up  from  65.7  percent  a  year  ago. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Sur¬ 
vey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of 
the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  JERSEY  EMPLOYMENT  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT  —  AUGUST  1990 


UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  4.8%  IN  AUGUST 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
4.8  percent  in  August,  unchanged  from  the  prior  three  months,  and  continuing 
about  in  line  with  rates  prevailing  for  most  of  this  year,  it  was  reported 
today  by  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics.  A  year  ago,  the  unemployment  rate  was  4.4  percent. 

There  were  194,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  August,  unchanged 
from  July.  In  August  of  last  year,  there  were  176,000  unemployed.  The  number 
employed,  3,872,000,  was  also  virtually  the  same  as  in  July.  In  August  of 
1989,  there  were  3,798*000  employed. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  4,066,000  in 
August,  little  changed  from  July.  A  year  ago,  3,974,000  persons  were  in  the 
labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the  proportion  of 
the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  67.5  percent  in 
August,  unchanged  over  the  month,  but  up  from  65.9  percent  in  August  of  1989. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Sur¬ 
vey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of 
the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.

NEW  JERSEY  EMPLOYMENT  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT  —  SEPTEMBER  1990 


UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  5.2%  IN  SEPTEMBER 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
5.2  percent  in  September  as  compared  to  4.8  percent  in  each  of  the  prior  four 
months,  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Sta¬ 
tistics,  reported  today.  A  year  ago,  the  unemployment  rate  was  4.5  percent. 

There  were  213,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  September,  up 
slightly  from  194,000  in  August  and  180,000  in  September  of  last  year.  The 
number  employed,  3,870,000,  was  virtually  the  same  as  in  August.  A  year  ago, 
3,812,000  were  employed. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  4,083,000  in 
September,  little  changed  from  August.  In  September  of  1989,  there  were 
3,992,000  persons  in  the  labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation 
rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market, 
was  67.7  percent,  about  unchanged  from  67.5  percent  in  August.  In  September  of 
last  year,  the  rate  was  66.2  percent. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population  Sur¬ 
vey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count  of 
the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution. 


NOTE:  In  the  text,  all  monthly  data  are  seasonally  adjusted  unless  otherwise 
specified.

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  job¬ 
less  persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  4,126,000  in 
October  as  compared  to  4,083,000  in  September.  In  October  of  1989,  there  were 
4,021,000  persons  in  the  labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation 
rate,  the  proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market, 
was  68.5  percent  in  October  and  67.7  percent  in  September.  In  October  of  last 
year,  the  rate  was  66.7  percent.

NEW  JERSEY  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  5.5%  IN  NOVEMBER 


The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was 
5.5  percent  in  November,  unchanged  from  October,  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional 
Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  reported  today.  Ehrenhalt 
noted  that  these  were  the  highest  rates  since  1986.  In  November  of  last  year,

There  were  222,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  November,  little 
changed  over  the  month.

The  seasonally  adjusted  civilian  unemployment  rate  for  New  Jersey  was  5.9 
percent  in  December  as  compared  to  5.5  percent  in  October  and  November  and  5.2 
percent  in  September,  Samuel  M.  Ehrenhalt,  Regional  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics,  reported  today.  Ehrenhalt  said  that  the  December  hate  was 
the  highest  since  early  1986. 

There  were  240,000  unemployed  New  Jersey  residents  in  December,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  222,000  in  November.  A  year  ago,  there  were  149,000  unemployed.  The 
number  employed,  3,799,000  in  December,  was  down  from  3,851,000  in  November. 
In  December  1989,  there  were  3,857,000  employed. 

The  civilian  labor  force,  the  sum  of  the  employed  and  unemployed,  jobless 
persons  actively  seeking  and  available  for  work,  totaled  4,039,000  in  December, 
down  slightly  from  4,073,000  in  November.  A  year  ago,  there  were  4,006,000 
persons  in  the  labor  force.  The  civilian  labor  force  participation  rate,  the 
proportion  of  the  working  age  population  active  in  the  labor  market,  was  67.0 
percent  in  December,  down  slightly  from  67.6  percent  in  November.  In  December 
1989,  the  rate  was  66.4  percent. 

Commenting  on  preliminary  data  for  all  of  1990,  Ehrenhalt  said  that  at  5.0 
percent,  the  unemployment  rate  was  up  from  4.1  percent  in  1989.  Ehrenhalt 
noted  that  the  rate  was  the  highest  for  the  state  since  1986  when  it  was  also 
5.0  percent.  The  number  unemployed,  202,000  in  1990,  was  up  from  163,000  in 
1989.  Despite  the  pickup  in  unemployment,  labor  market  activity  in  New  Jersey 
held  steady  at  an  historically  high  level. 

These  data  are  based  on  monthly  responses  from  a  sample  of  2,300  house¬ 
holds  in  New  Jersey  which  are  included  in  the  national  Current  Population 
Survey.  Because  the  estimates  are  based  on  a  sample  rather  than  a  full  count 
of  the  population,  the  data  are  subject  to  sampling  error.  Accordingly,  small 
differences  in  the  estimates  over  time  should  be  interpreted  with  caution.
